If foreign politics could be de- 
termined in simple terms, then our 
dealings with Tito’s Yugoslavia 
would cause no doubts. Our rea- 
soning would be that we are op- 
posed to communism, that Yugo- 
slavia is communist, that there- 


s fore we are against Yugoslavia. 


The simplicity of this conclusion 
is very satisfactory to those who 
think in black and white terms. 
But the simplicity is illusory. For 
it might. be said that the Yugosla- 
cian business has top priority in 
Russian foreign policy. The Rus- 
sians have no use for sentiment, 
and they have no doubts about the 
Vital part that Yugoslavia can play 
in furthering their own ambitions. 

It is very much worth our while 
lo see Yugoslavia as Russia sees 
it, and then determine our policy. 
It would be unfortunate indeed to 
permit idealism to hide practical 
facts.

School Building 
Plans Discussed 


New school building finances 
were discussed at a meeting of the 
school survey committee with the 
school committee Tuesday night. 

The discussion was based on a 
report drawn by Roy E. Hardy, 
chairman of the board of select- 
men and assessors.

Have No Part In 
Bus Controversy 


In a statement adopted at a re- 
cent meeting, the social action 
committee of Congregational 
churches throughout the state and 
others interested have disassociat- 
ed themselves from the petition 
now being circulated which seeks 
to repeal the state law permitting 
bus transportation for children at- 
tending parochial schools. 


At the same time the committee 
issued a five point program for 
suport of the public schools. 

The leaders said they shared 
with the petitioners “a common 
loyalty to the historic principle of 
the separation of church and 
state.’’ The bus transportation is- 
sue, however, is ‘‘charged with 
complex social and moral prob- 
lems,’ this group said. The state- 
ment went on to point out that 
welfare aids to children, such as 
bus transportation, should be 
handled through separate legisla- 
tion and not administered as part 
of educational programs or 
through departments of education. 

In its positive program, the 
Congregational group said that a 
more important issue for the 
churches is meeting the educa- 
tional needs of the children of the 
commonwealth. After listing these 
needs, the statement went on to 
recommend the following five 
point program of action for Con- 
gregationalists: 


1) more local interest in public 
schools; 
2) Increase of teacher salaries 


where needed; 
$40,000,000 annual state 
to public education; 

The: encouragement of young 
people to go into public school 
teaching; 

teaching of the fundamental 
concepts of religion in the 
public schools.

Dialing Speed Calls|Guide For Laymen 


Andover is linked with the new 
long distance service just opened 
in Boston by which operators dial 
practically to all parts of the Coun- 
try, including the Pacific coast. 


This operator-dialing service 
opened Noy. 19 for New England 
in the new long distance center of 
New England Tel. & Tel. Co. on 
Franklin st., Boston, which pro- 
vides facilities for connections 
with points outside the New Eng- 
land company’s area. 


Long distance calls from Ando- 
ver will be routed through the 
Lawrence exchange and thence to 
Boston from which point the new 
system takes ‘over. 


On calls to many distant points 
from each city equipped for it, 
operator-dialing will carry through 
directly to called telephones with- 
out assistance from any other op- 
erator enroute. On calls to cities 
not yet equipped for automatic 
connections to called telephones 
dialing will signal distant opera- 
tors for their assistance in com- 
pleting the connections.

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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 


ALFRED E. STEARNS - 


All Andover has suffered a loss in the death of Alfred E. 
Stearns, one of its distinguished citizens and an educator of 
national. note. 

While his first interest was with the academy which he so 
ably guided to national fame during his 30 years as head- 
master, he also had a warm spot in his heart for the town in 
which he lived for nearly two score years. In his earlier days 
he was quite active in its civic affairs, serving for a great many 
years as moderator of town meetings. 


He was a wholesome influence on the lives of the many boys 
who came under his supervision at Phillips, setting a fine 
example for them by his own high standards. He believed 
in giving students a wide latitude but was quick to discipline 
any who broke the school’s code of honor. 

He made many contributions to education and received 


scores of academic honors while leaving his own indelible mark 
of the school first entered with the class of 1890. 


His whole life and accomplishments were such that Andover 
school and town—will tong revere the name of Alfred E. 


Stearns. 


THE SCHOOL BUS ISSUE 


The circulation of petitions in Andover for signatures of 
persons in favor of placing on the ballot a referendum question 
proposing an amendment to the state law which would restrict 
the use of school buses to public school pupils, makes pertinent 
a strongly-worded statement recently issued by five former 
governors opposing the move. 


The five—Saltonstall, Bradford, Allen, Cox, and Fuller— 
made a joint appeal against the proposal to repeal the |3-year- 
old school bus law which gives cities and towns permissive 
authority to provide public transportation for private and par- 
ochial school children. 


"The principles of the present law,’’ they say, ‘has been 
upheld by the U. S. supreme court which ruled that it did not 
bear upon the subject of separation between church and state 
—a principle which we all support as one of the foundation 
stones upon which our system of life is built.” 


They further state that the plan, if successful, will deprive 
many children from enjoying the assistance and safety which 
the present transportation law provides them. According to 
the authors of the state constitution, they say, legislation per- 
taining to religious matters should be fully debated and finally 
determined in the legislative halls and not by resort to the ini- 
tiative or referendum process which places it on the ballot of 


state elections. 


For this reason the five former governors urge those circul- 
ating petitions to give thoughtful consideration before they 
decide to file. They make it clear that while they do not 
wish to interfere with the prerogatives of any citizen they do 
wish to emphasize that their suggestion is presented in the 
hope that it may help to keep religion out of politics, a desire 
in which all can concur. 


SORRY EXAMPLES 


“The world sorely needs honest and courageous leaders who 
will truthfully tell the people that ‘something for nothing’ is 
a slogan-mirage luring them to economic and physical slavery 
and degradation,” declared Ernest E. Norris, of Washington, 
D. C., president of the Southern Railway system. 


"Our country grew great and strong,’ he points out, 
“because it has been a land of opportunity without a ceiling 
on the heights that could be achieved by anyone willing to work 
and save and invest. The pioneers’ slogan ‘Waste not, Want 
not,’ is one that needs to be put before the swarms of bureau- 
cratic locusts now devouring the people’s sustenance, and 
bankrupting the nation’s moral and spiritual values.’ 


The ‘something for nothing’ delusion is reaching its peaks 
in the welfare state. According to the theory behind it, the 
government should meet the costs when we are born, furnish 
“tree' medical care all our lives, see to it that we have retire- 
ment pensions shortly after middle age, and take care of prac- 
tically any other exigency that may arise. What this means, 
of course, is that government must take most of our incomes 
to pay the bills, and so make individual thrift and saving im- 
possible. It has happened in England and other countries. We 
seem bent on following such sorry examples.

Albania is at present Russia’s 
westernmost outpost, accessible 
from Russia only by sea and air. 
Were Yugoslavia under Russia 
then Albania would 
be readily accessible from Russia 
by land. And all that now stands 
between Russian satellite country 
and Albania is Yugoslavia. Why is 
Albania so important? Just off the 
small Albanian port of Valona is 
the former Italian island of Sase- 
no. Albania as a satellite of Mos- 
cow has permitted Russia to forti- 
fy Saseno into a second Gibraltar. 
The Italians had fortified the is- 
land when they controlled it. Now 
the Russians are reported to have 
equipped it with heavy artillery, 
rocket-launching platforms and 
antiaircraft defenses. In the Bay 
of Valona the Russians are said to 
be constructing submarine pens in 
which they can base at least sixty 
modern submarines. The Soviet 
“diplomatic’’ mission to this small 
country includes thousands of mil- 
itary and scientific personnel. And 
Russia is not given to wasting ex- 
perts on fruitless projects. 

The pieces of the international 
jig-saw puzzle now begin to fall 
into place. If the Russians could 
have assisted the Greek commu- 
nists to victory, Moscow would 
probably have created an ‘“‘inde- 
pendent’? Macedonia from Bulga- 
ria across northern Greece to the 
eastern frontier of Albania. The 
Truman Doctrine of assistance to 
Greece checkmated that move. Of 
course, that cost money. But who 
will now insist that the money was 
wasted?

This has been observed in a 
greater measure in such huge pos- 
tal terminals as New York and 
Boston. The general superintend- 
ant of postal transportation for 
New England pointed out that 714 
cars of parcel post were received at 
the Boston terminal in September 
of 1948 as compared with 836 in 
September of this year. But most 
significant is the statement that 
976 cars of incoming parcel post 
were received last month as 
against 747 cars for the Christmas 
month of December of last year. 


Every facility of the Post Office 
Department has been put into Oop- 
eration to keep abreast of this tide 
of parcels and the great onrush 
of individual parcels have not yet 
appeared. The closing dates for 
mail as announeed by the post of- 
fice have been based on all known 
factors of receipt, distribution, 
transit and delivery. Parcels must 
be deposited earlier this year if 
Christmas delivery is expected. 
Additional plane space has been 
provided for the large volume of 
air parcel post which is and will 
be received, particularly on com- 
mercial shipments. 


The purchase of stamps at this 
time will eliminate some conges- 
tion in the postoffice lobby later, 
said the postmaster. He warned 
that December is a troublesome 
one for the postoffice insofar as 
weather is concerned.
